SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Jung Und Frei Nr. 115 Januar 1997 also known as Jung Und 
Frei Nr. 115 Jan 1997 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine has been given this classification because it exploits the nudity of 
children and young people. The magazine contains photographic essays which have 
a supposed purpose to profile the nudist way of life. The essays have a tenuous 
connection with the photographs. The photographs are only of naked children and 
young persons and do not include family groups or candid images of children at play. 
The subjects have clearly been posed and some photographs are in the style of “pin¬ 
up” images. The actual audience the publication is intended for is ambiguous given 
these elements. With the lack of context and the direct focus on the nudity of the 
subjects, the Classification Office is of the opinion that this publication does exploit the 
nudity of children and young people to a significant extent and high degree. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 does apply to this publication. 
However, given the extent, degree and manner of the representations of children and 
young people which focus on their nudity it is considered that the restriction on the 
availability of this publication is reasonable and demonstrably justified. 
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
